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SERBIAN NATIONAL CULTURE IN 
POLITICAL TALK OF GOVERNMENT 


Summary: In this paper we will analyse treatment of Serbian national cul- 
ture in public speeches and authorised texts of the politicians in power in Serbia. 
We will adopt political discourse analysis and general text analysis in order to 
detect modalities of usage of national cultural and messages within studied texts 
and speeches. Key politicians in the period 2012-2020 are actual President of 
Serbia, Aleksandar Vucic, who is also leader of Serbian Progressive Party (SPP), 
Parliament Speaker Ivica Datié, leader of the Serbian Socialist Party (SSP) and 
Ana Brnabi¢, Prime Minister of Serbia, member of SPP. Mentioned three politi- 
cians, generally have two attitudes to national culture in examined period. 

Inaugural speeches, greetings on special occasions and state holidays, elec- 
tions speeches, public speeches on crucial political issues like on the status of 
Kosovo and Metohiya present raw data.

In this paper we aim to offer analysis of the presence and relevance of the 
national culture in political talk of the Serbian ruling politicians, President of the 
Republic Aleksandar Vuci¢, Prime Minister Ana Brnabi¢ and the Speaker of the 
National Parliament Ivica Dacic. Approach is based on the tradition of political 
discourse analysis rooted in previous studies of discourse and ideology 
(Bourque, Duchastel 1995, 605-6). Culture, and in particular national culture in 
political talk is of course present is recurrent among politicians and other citi- 
zens. Presence of culture and modes of its usage in political talk may be a path- 
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way for understanding importance of local (national) culture and politics toward 
it. If, when and how politicians use culture in their talk is indicative for under- 
standing the role of national culture in shaping messages to the public. We will 
analyse speeches held on important occasions, such as on occasion of national 
holidays, or for the presentation of the government program. 

Of three selected politicians two are also party leaders, Vuci¢ of Serbian 
Progressive Party (Srpska napredna stranka, SNS) and Ivica Dacic¢ of the Social- 
ist party of Serbia (Socyalisti¢ka partija Srbije, SPS), while Brnabi¢é became 
member of SNS, later after being already the President of the Government. 

It is interesting to note that three mentioned leaders have different political 
backgrounds and may represent distinct groups in wider Serbian society, but this 
is not the issue in our study. 


The terms and theoretical framework: National Culture in Political Talk 


When studying some aspect of the culture, one should never forget the 
Latin meaning of the word cultura — cultivation, education, care and cultus — 
worship, devotion, observance, cult. Thus, Latin meaning in itself bears part of 
explanation of national culture. Alan Ball drawing on Callaghan says that: “A 
political culture is composed of the attitudes, beliefs, emotions and values of 
society that relate to the political system and to political issues” (Ball 1988, 53). 
Political talk engulfing the political culture is composed of series of statements 
used to connect the public and convince it to support certain idea, action or per- 
sonality. Discourse used in political talk reflects the society, reproduces it but 
also may change it. In the epoch of recognised ideologies’ discourse was defined 
as object of ideology, as statement that can be analysed and descripted. Culture 
constitutes forms of expression and representation of the world / rites, costumes, 
language, knowledge, norms and values, on the other hand discourse, as a state- 
ment is a tool of the society formation. (Bourque, Duchastel 1995, 612, 13). Fa- 
mous Serbian philologist Milo Lompar similarly defines culture as “mode of 
communication, mode of understanding, way of setting things and crucial ele- 
ment for shaping national identity...” (Lompar 2018, 59). Of course, not all of 
the discourse is cultural. References to norms, values, rites and costumes, history 
of peculiar community recognised in political talk in relation to the political is- 
sues, or regarding political relationships (Swedlow 2013) are what we want to 
extract from analysed material and discuss it. 

Serbian culture is strongly permeated with the Saint Sava (1174-1236) 
teachings and Kosovo pledge or covenant with God.* (Deri¢é 2002, Bogdanovié

? Kosovo pledge or covenant with God means the choice of Serbian prince and with him of Serbian 
people between the heavenly and earthly kingdom.

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1990). Serbian author Jovan Bazié¢, like many others, states that “Kosovo myth? 
is the most important Serbian myth that constitutes the basis of Serbian national 
identity.” (Bazi¢ 2012, 253), He cited another author who similarly defines 
“Kosovo myth is key Serbian state building myth laid in the foundation of the 
Serbian national identity”. (Bazi¢ 254). Thus, Kosovo represents one of the con- 
stitutive elements of Serbian nation, a national myth, pledge and ethics. The es- 
sence of that pledge is defined in verses of Serbian epic song: Earthly reign is 
for the short, and heavenly for ever and ever. It is the determination for the 
Heavenly kingdom, for the highest and everlasting values: for justice, for truth, 
holiness and for the righteousness.* In that context syntagm such as heavenly 
Serbia or Kosovo pledge, or for the Holly Cross and the Golden Freedom repre- 
sents formulas referring to the traditional national political cultural discourse. 

In political talk national culture is often referenced in times of great crises, 
when national identity is questioned (Deri¢ 248), like in the period of the Yugo- 
slav crisis. But political issues over Kosovo and Metohija did not stop in Serbia, 
and thus national culture and in particular reference to Kosovo myth are present 
in political talk in Serbia. 

Before proceeding with analysis of culture in political talk it is interesting 
to briefly descript personalities covering three key political position in Serbia, 
namely that of the President of Serbia, President of the Government and the 
Speaker of the National Assembly. 


Serbian ruling elite and culture in their public talk 


Current political leadership of Serbia presents mix of former hard-line na- 
tionalists, socialists and liberal politicians. Their political platform is political 
reformism, pro EU policies and neoliberal economic policy. Only element that 
ties them to local culture and traditions is former public appeal of some of the 
leading politicians headed by current President of the Republic. 

Prime Minister of Serbia, Ms Ana Brnabi¢é was handpicked by the indis- 
cussed leader, current president of Serbia, Aleksandar Vucic. She is former em- 
ployee of U.S. public and private companies and after mediatic conflict over 
corruption and extorsion charges of her director against people linked to Vucié 
she testified in favour of latter. Immediately after she became a Minister in 2016, 
and a year later was promoted (without participation at the elections) as a Prime 
Minister. (Biografija.org, 2019).

When he was introducing the program of the government headed by him 
to the parliament members, Aleksandar Vucié was full of explications and prom- 
ises: ,,As a Premier of the Government of Serbia, I want to assure you that gov- 
ernment will be significantly dedicated to culture. I promise that this government 
will renew National Museum ... which with shame on us all is standing close for 
almost a decade. I am ashamed as a parent that in this country there are children 
who had no opportunity to see National Museum, cultural treasure, of our peo- 
ple, his rich collections of arts peaces and cultural history of our people.” 
(Politika, 2014a, 13). 

Vucic argues for openness and mixing of cultures when he states: ,,It is 
necessary to affirm openness of Serbian culture for regional and international 
cooperation. In the same time there is a need to present to domestic public con- 
tents of traditional and modern European and World culture.” (same). 

He is primarily relying on culture as a tool of representation in abroad. 
That is why he announced: ,,Our culture will be our ID, sign of recognition all 
over the planet, our pride and brand.” (Same). But soon after he introduces a new 
discourse on national culture, and begins a fight with myths of Serbian history, 
with the spiritual essence of Serbian people. 

Despite his once hard-line nationalist rhetoric in years prior to 2012 when 
his party became crucial partner in the government (and since then grew propor- 
tionally), already by the end of 2014 he strongly changes the messages pertain- 
ing to national culture. During the press conference on December the 27th, he 
was summing up the results of the government and said: “We lowered Serbia 
from the heaven, (the place) where none work and where are no rules, down to 
Earth, where the work is hard, and it will be necessary to work more, with the 
same rules applying for everyone.” (Politika, 2014b). 

At the end of the next year, 2015, in authored text for the Serbian daily pa- 
pers Vecernje Novosti, Serbian (then) Prime Minister represented crucial idea of 
his politics and concrete aims in the coming 2016. He stated that Serbia had 
enough of “magical sticks”. In that context he writes negatively of “heavenly 
Serbia” For that kind of homeland, he says, we need only to die for, while Vucic 
promises something, in his words opposite. ,,J have promised life, that is to say 
the way to reach the better life”. (Vuci¢, 2015, 2) Than he proceeds with citing 
Voltaire, according to whom only poor peoples live of history and in the way 
that they are fantasizing it. Having written this, Vuci¢ seeded the doubt that 
Serbs somehow cherish the false history. (Vucic, 2015, 2). In a country with 
absolute majority of orthodox Christians (more than 80% of population accord- 
ing to latest census), the Prime Minister is promoting protestant ethics. He is

repeating the formula ,,I want us to be even faster... In particular in changing 
ourself and Serbia. Many things seem to be petrified here. Habits, mentality, 
myths. There is a need for a big pickaxe to break it all.” (Vucic, 2015, 3) Ac- 
cording to him “elements... of our great leap and of our new century... (are) 
knowledge, morality, work... politics based on results and not on magic stick.” 
(same). 

When he assumed the office of the President of the Republic, Vucic con- 
tinued with same or similar discourse on national culture. In particular is inter- 
esting his approach to national culture in the speech delivered when he was tak- 
ing the office, after pronouncing the oath on May 31* 2017. In the National as- 
sembly he addressed the public with direct and indirect references to culture. 

Indirect reference to culture by current president were, for example, in hi 
speech when he was presenting what was accomplished in three years of his pre- 
miership (2014-2017). The message was: ,,We have built the foundation of our 
and of the future of this country on that change.” What is the meaning of this for 
the national political culture? The president tries to change the reality or create a 
new one, as structuralist would say. More accurately, he wants to send idea how 
national heritage is not crucial for his work. He is not building on the previous 
achievements, based on cultural treasure. For him new achievements are what 
truly matters. Everything accomplished is new, that is to say he creates a new 
Serbia, opposite to old one. This discourse is typically revolutionary, although 
there was no revolution in Serbia. In that revolutionary fervour he continues: 
»On that foundation, I am aimed, together with the Government of Serbia to 
keep building. I am aimed to lift, together with everyone in Serbia, floor by 
floor... without a wish to finish that construction ever, only to bring it up high 
enough, stable enough. For the others, after me, after us will be able to reach 
unimaginable heights.” This is where the discourse becomes both revolutionary 
and messianic. It proposes something completely knew. Vucié is not like Isaac 
Newton standing on the shoulders of the giants, but he is a giant himself.° 
(Vucic, Danas, 2017). 

Direct reference to national culture in talk of the President is president in 
those instances when he expresses opposition to Serbian traditional values, and 
often to legacies of national history. Value of sacrifice, heroic events of history 
are nothing in his eyes and interpretation. He cites four foreigners and only one 
Serbian, writer Borislav Peki¢. However, he falsifies Peki¢ as he was citing the 
fictitious, literary character of former SS officer who committed a crime and 
despises freedom, justice, heaven and goodness. He extrapolated the words of 
this negative hero (obviously omitting parts on good, justice and freedom) in 
order to present them as writer’s standing. He did it by saying: “One should look 
ahead. For if we were to look behind, we would have eyes on the back of our 
heads. We should kiss the land of our children and not of our grandfathers. Be-

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cause honour will not depend on where are we coming from, but on where we 
are headed.” In this analysis it is noteworthy to point that it is only reference to 
any person from Serbian history and culture, and it was in fact citation of a 
criminal fictional character. Serbian president recalled four other personalities, 
three westerners and one Chinese in this speech. (Vucic, Danas, 2017). 

If he mentions past, he does it only to highlight his personal role. Thus, he 
makes a parallel with some previous achievements by saying: “Eighth hundred 
years ago in 1217 Serbia became internationally recognised country with the 
incoronation of the Stefan the First-Crowned. Two hundred years ago, in 1817 
Serbia after centuries of slavery got the autonomy, and made a first step toward 
new statehood (although it was not a first step but the result of the Second Ser- 
bian uprising in the 1815). Today in 2017 probably nothing that big and impor- 
tant has happened except for the fact that Serbia got the president that will fight 
for her with all of his heart, his strength and energy.” 

Only time that he did mention something refereeing to Serbian culture in 
at least neutral or one might say positive way is when he mentioned that he will 
help maintenance of Serbian orthodox churches and monasteries. (same). 


Yet another public speech of the Aleksandar Vuci¢ indicative for the 
analysis of the presence of national culture in the discourse of Serbian govern- 
ment, was delivered on the occasion of Vuk’s gathering (Vukov sabor in Ser- 
bian), the oldest and the most significative Serbian national cultural manifesta- 
tion, held in Tr8ié on September the 17" 2017. He spoked of the common initia- 
tive on cooperation with the government of the Republika Srpska (Serbian 
autonomous entity in Bosnia and Herzegovina) and said that it and similar steps 
“have only for objective to timely and adequately protect the Serbian language 
and alphabet as one of the paramount parts of the Serbian culture — to protect and 
keep the Serbian people.” (Vucié, 2017b). 

Serbian Statehood day is celebrated on the day of the Presentation of Je- 
sus in the Temple on February 15". On that day commemorating two important 
episodes of Serbian history’, at the central ceremony in the village of OraSac in 
2018, Vucic¢ tried to omit any reference to national culture. He only said “By 
marking this day we celebrate two holy values for which our ancestors have 
fought — we celebrate freedom and Serbian state” (Vudié, 2018a). 

On the same day of the next year, he put more accent to historical events, 
mentioning leaders of uprising he particularly emphasized that “Today we need 
bravery of Karadorde, and intelligence and wisdom of Milo8,* in order to sustain 
foreign pressures and defend right of the survival of our people, wisdom and 
cool head to take the best decisions for the life and future of Serbia.” (Vuéié, 
2019). He mentions important personalities for the statehood of Serbia in order

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to support his own politics, and not in order to promote their political ideas that 
were founded in ideas of national liberation and unification, national freedom 
and in particular liberation of Kosovo and Metohija.” 

In the meantime, while being the President of the republic, Vuci¢ contin- 
ued his fight against myths and against Serbian national pledge. In the Septem- 
ber of 2018 he was in Kosovo in his permanent election campaign.'” Since the 
war of 1999 the province was governed by temporary self-rule and furthermore 
by self-proclaimed government of Kosovo Albanians under the patronage of 
NATO alliance. At the political rally of Serbs organised by local party formed 
under the guidance of SNS, on 9" September the President of Serbia and leader 
of SNS said: “My job are not myths, nor dreams or fantasies, nor folly visions of 
Kosovo without Albanians or without of Serbs. My job is reality. The one that is 
here and now, at this Kosovo, in this Serbia, and not in some heavenly (Serbia, 
S.J.). We fell from that heaven. We felt and crushed seriously. Our heads are 
bloody, our hands are broken and I do not have anybody else to send up there to 
heaven in particular since the fall was a pure luck for all of us. People usually do 
not go back from heaven.” He mentions again falsely Serbian writer Peki¢ and 
takes one sentence out of context of Saint bishop Nikolaj, Serbian saint of 20" 
century. He compares himself with Stefan Nemanja, founder of glorious Serbian 
medieval dynasty. (Vucic 2018b). 

Few days later in an interview for the Belgrade daily Blic he emphasizes 
“My politics is politics against myths and perpetual truths”, partially citing noto- 
rious communist author who despised totality of Serbian cultural production 
Radomir Konstantinovic (Vucéié 2018c). 


Again, in authorised text in another tabloid daily Kurir, for the special 
Christmas edition regarding Kosovo he was explaining how compromise in poli- 
tics is not the defeat but a victory. Furthermore, he stated that the Serbs don’t 
want to accept that since, as he claims “it is easier to live in your own myths and 
panegyrics then in reality”. (Kurir 2019). 


On 15" October 2019 speaking with former EU president and premier of 
Belgium, Herman van Rompuy who sends the message that Serbia can do more 
to be ,,the bridge between Eastern and Western Europe... We are part of the 
same culture and civilisation”, Vucié says generally “I will always be able to 
promote the EU ideas, that is in the best interest of Serbia. These are the values 
that we accept.” (Predsednik 2019). 


Next month Vucié had slightly different discourse. Territory of Serbian 
province of Kosovo and Metohija, claimed by local government as independent 
country has hundreds of churches and many medieval Serbian Christian ortho- 
dox monasteries. Among them three medieval monasteries and one church, (the 
Monastery of Deéani, Patriarchate of Pec, Gra¢anica and Bogorodica Ljeviska

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Church) are on the least of the World Heritage in Danger.'' In the period since 
the end of NATO war against Serbia and Montenegro and until the self- 
proclamation of independence by authorities in Pristina, 156 of Serbian orthodox 
monasteries and churches have been destroyed or partially damaged.In this situa- 
tion President of Serbia addressed General conference of UNESCO in Paris on 
November 2019 and said “that cultural heritage is not important only for Serbian 
identity, but for entire Europe and the world” and added “Peace is one of the 
utmost objectives, but it is impossible without education, if we don't learn what 
are cultures, without communication, without knowing our differences.” '” 

Cooperation in culture, in the sense of establishing ‘spiritual unity’ was of- 
ten presidential theme in the meetings with representatives of the Serbs in Bal- 
kan countries. In August 2020, he speaks to the press and says that there was lot 
of talks on every aspect of cooperation with Republika Srpska (in Bosnia and 
Herzegovina), among other things on common school curriculum, proclamation 
of the common declaration on safeguarding the Serbian language and Cyrillic 
alphabet and other. He mentioned that starting with September 15"? of that year 
Serbia and Republika Srpska will celebrate the Day of Serbian Unity, freedom 
and national flag. (Politika 2020, 5). 


In January 2021 Vuci¢é unveiled the monument to Stefan Nemanja, the 
founder of the Serbian medieval Nemanji¢ dynasty. On that occasion he said 
“This is not just the act of unveiling the monument to our father, the creator of 
the country’, to the saint and the one from whom everything has started. This is 
a particular act of settling accounts with ourselves, about our identity, about 
what we have learned what do we know and where are we going”. He defined 
the monument to Nemanja and Temple of Saint Sava (monumental church of the 
founder of the Serbian autonomous church within Orthodox Church) as “‘anchor 
and cross of the Serbian nation” In that speech Vucié made a metaphor of a tree 
whose name is, as he said, Serbia and added “That tree should grow and show 
how important it is to have a root, a name and surname... The word present, 
contemporaneity in some languages is pronounced the same as a gift (present), 
because it is a gift that we have received from our fathers who sacrificed for our 
future. We have present because of Stefan Nemanja and Rastko (wordly name of 
Saint Sava), Stefan the first crowned, because of Milutin, DuSan, Lazar...”'° 
(same).

Ana Brnabié 


Ana Brnabi¢ was director of U.S. company in Serbia that enetered into 
public conflict with the government over alleged attempt of racketeering. In that 
conflict in 2015 that involved charges against close friend of then Prime Minister 
Aleksandar Vucié, miss Brnabié took side og Vucié.'® She was appointed as a 
Minister in 2016 and After Vucié was elected as a President of the Republic in 
2017 he proposed her for a Prime Minister. She published her first expose on the 
religious holiday of Vidovdan celebrating the Battle of Kosovo. In that docu- 
ment on 105 pages there only one line touching upon national culture, with gen- 
eral statement “We will continue our fight for the preservation of our cultural 
and spiritual legacy in the Province (of Kosovo and Metohiya, S.J.) which is a 
treasure of all the citizens of Serbia and of all of Serbian people”. (Brnabié 2017, 
28). Next time she was designated for the role of the Prime Minister by Vucic, 
on 28th October 2020, she presented shorter expose and absent of any notion of 
national culture. (Brnabi¢ 2020). 


New Prime Minister generally calls Vucic¢ as ‘boss’ or simply says and 
writes that he is something best that has happened to Serbia and that she is gladly 
consulting with him.'’ When she is attending ceremonies dedicated to historical 
events her speeches tend to use minimal references to national culture. For ex- 
ample, when she spoke at the Memorial Day, dedicated to the victims of the

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genocide committed against Serbs in Nazi puppet state of Croatia (in the period 
1941-1945), she said “That is why we will invest great amounts in renewal and 
building of the memorial Centre Donja Gradina at the personal commitment and 
initiative of the President of Serbia Aleksandar Vucic. This will be just the be- 
ginning of the renewal of remembrance and respect.” (SRNA 2019). 

Bmabi¢é addressed the public several times on occasion of the Serbian 
Statehood day.'* In 2020 she falsified history by saying that the proclamation of 
the First Serbian Uprising started with the words that are actually part of national 
epic song, the part referred to the uprising of the raja (oppressed Christians in 
Islamic Ottoman empire, though she used only Turkish term - raja). The she con- 
tinued saying “Then, after several centuries spark of freedom and independence 
of Serbian people and state was fired again. Then started the fight for cultural 
and political emancipation of Serbian state and of our people and lasted renewal 
of independence.” (Kurir, 2021). This kind of speeches when she has to mention 
some reference to national culture are rather exemption, as she uses even these 
and similar occasions to speak about digitalisation, inventions, cooperation, re- 
form and similar phrases common all over the western world. 

Unlike Ana Brnabic, who was catapulted in politics by Aleksandar Vu¢ic, 
Ivica Dacié is one of the longest politicians on the Serbian political scene, as 
long as Vucic himself. 


Ivica Dacié 

Daéi¢é is long-time leader of the Socialist Party of Serbia, heir of former 
League of Communists of Serbia. Socialists were ruling the country until the fall 
of Slobodan MiloSevi¢ in October 2000 and early national parliamentary elec- 
tions held in December 2000. Daci¢ managed first to offer support to minority 
government since 2004 and entered in new government in 2008. Since then, So- 
cialists are minor partners in all governments in Serbia and Ivica Dacié usually 
has some prominent role. In coalition governments with Serbian Progressive 
Party he served as Prime Minister and concurrently as Minister of Internal Af- 
fairs (2012-2014), Minister of Foreign Affairs (2014-2020) and Speaker of the 
National Assembly since October 2020. In his expose in 2012 he did not have 
any message that could be understood as mentioning national political culture. 
Since the start of his coalitions with SPP, he supported key political messages of 
Aleksandar Vucic¢. 

Next year, in 2013, for a once famous Serbian weekly, Daci¢ writes that 
“For 10 years, Kosovo was taboo. No one could officially tell the truth, ... Tales 
were told... Lies were told that Kosovo is ours, and that is even officialized in 
our Constitution. Today, that same Constitution is not helping.” (Beta 2013). 
Then Prime Minister writes against the Constitution on which he has sworn.

“Today, dear citizens of Serbia, our only country that we have, has 
changed its centennial belief, mode of behaviour and its final aim. It has changed 
the myth that for long has been dragging us to look behind and not to move for- 
ward. Since this Vidovdan (Serbia, S.J.) has started to celebrate life, to believe in 
ability and work and by accounting on what it has done, peacefully expect bene- 
fit without fear of it being lost due to some dark force or injustice.” (Govern- 
ment, 2013). 

In a guest column for Financial Times, Dacié describes Serbian historical 
heritage as “dark and difficult”. As a socialist who proudly uses red star, he 
spares no occasion to denigrate Serbian culture and history predating communist 
takeover of government n 1944/45. He writes with strong ideological and pa- 
thetic tone in the same article, that he has a dream “A Serbia in Europe; and 
Europe — its values, its regulations and its systems — in each Serbian village. To 
bring Serbia into Europe and Europe into Serbia”, as if Serbia is not in Europe. 
Furthermore, he depicts in Serbia unknown statements that leader of Albanian 
armed secession in period 1997-1999, Hashim Thaci was considered “‘the 
dragon, the old serpent’ (Revelation 12:9) that assaulted our heavenly kingdom”. 
It is impossible to find any official source, nor any other in Serbia claiming that 
Serbs consider Thaci a dragon or the old serpent. On the other hand, his nom de 
guerre in Albanian was Gjarpéri (Snake).”° Though there are no proofs that there 
was opinion among Serbs that they live in heavenly kingdom, Christians surely 
believe in its existence, but as a spiritual, not earthly kingdom. Dacic¢ calls Thaci 
‘an ordinary man’, he defines like that a person charged several times and finally 
in internationally organized court in Hague for alleged war crimes and crimes 
against humanity, as. (Daci¢ 2013). 

On several occasions this politician presented Serbian history and culture 
in negative light, still he is mostly omitting national culture content in speeches. 
Although there are not lot of sources on his talk including references to national 
culture, he spares no opportunity to present his ideology and party as something 
best that Serbia has. Daci¢ claims that “socialist values are the bases of the Ser- 
bian statehood (statement devoid of historical reality) and that ‘socialists are the 
oldest Serbian political brand’”, as if no political ideology existed in Serbia be- 
fore socialism. (FoNet 2019).

Analysis of usage of national cultural content 


Presented content of political talk by three leading governmental politi- 
cians in Serbia, in the period 2012-2020 offers enough of material for analyzing 
and understanding how they use national culture, when they use it and for what 
purposes. 

Three authors from Republika Srpska (Bosnia and Herzegovina) while 
analysing the role of political culture in particular regarding the experience of the 
war and postwar crisis in that former Yugoslav Republic conclude that “Political 
culture is above all factor of stability, of continuity and longevity. It is a keeper 
of old values centennial experiences and tested behaviour frameworks.” (Vrani¢ 
et all, 2018, 24). If political culture is actually national culture in politics, as is 
understood from the previously mentioned definition, attitudes and public mes- 
sage of leading governmental figures in Serbia might be understood as leaning 
toward instability, discontinuity and brevity. 

Cited material clearly indicates basically two positions in the public dis- 
course of analysed political figures political talk: a) negative and b) neutral, or 
conditionally positive. Term conditionally positive is used to describe a process 
by which mentioned political figures use positive references on national culture 
in order to affirm themselves. 

a) Negative attitude toward national culture in political talk of Aleksandar 
Vucié and Ivica Daéié dominates their public speech when it touches upon na- 
tional culture. Having in mind that founding myths are at the basis of the na- 
tional political culture, it may be concluded that following statements serve to 
radically change cultural framework: “We lowered Serbia from the heaven, (the 
place) where none work and where are no rules, down to Earth’, or “My politics 
is politics against myths and perpetual truths”, “I want us to be even faster... In 
particular in changing ourself and Serbia... Habits, mentality, myths. There is a 
need for a big pickaxe to break it all.’(Vucic 2015). In the same vein Daci¢ was 
acting when, in particular in his speech at the solemn session of Government, on 
the day of Vidovdan - the national holiday celebrating the memory of Kosovo 
battle, and the Kosovo myth — he promised to replace this holiday and an- 
nounced new Serbia. This type of behaviour is, as we already mentioned revolu- 
tionary messianic. As if this is not enough, they sometimes tend to denigrate 
history of their country and of constitutional nation — the Serbs, by claiming that 
all previous history was looking backward, disseminating irrational beliefs, and 
hailing losses and defeats. 

If we want to understand these messages through the lenses of Bourque 
and Duchastel, then key messages of two political leaders are aimed at creating a 
new society, imposing new norms and values. (Bourque, Duchastel, 1995, 612, 
13 They evidently use political talk to purport national culture and history as 
something inherently negative, thus vying to change it and build new brave soci- 
ety and culture. 
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b) Neutral or conditionally positive attitude toward national culture is pre- 
sent in speeches of all three figures. Still, one has to underline scarcity of na- 
tional political culture in public speeches of three leaders, and in particular in 
speeches of Brnabi¢ and Daci¢. Brnabi¢ whose political base is non existent as 
her position derives only from personal support of Aleksandar Vu¢ic, due to her 
personal characteristics represents novelty and discontinuity with traditional 
values and Serbian national culture. She rarely uses contents that may be charac- 
terized as having in them references on the subject of research. But, when 
Brnabi¢ uses that kind of content in her political talk she has neutral or condi- 
tionally positive attitude. When it is affirmative it is to promote ideas that corre- 
spond to currently accepted ones by the government such as fight for the state- 
hood and thus independence. But this independence or freedom are never inter- 
preted in opposition to EU integrations. This happens on occasion of speeches 
for the marking of some historical event, for example when she says “Our fore- 
fathers have started the pluridecennial fight for the restoration of independent, 
free and autonomous Serbian state with their magnificent victories...” (Kurir, 
2021). 

When Serbian national culture is affirmative in the discourse of Aleksan- 
dar Vucié in the period 2021-2020 it is for similar occasions in which Brnabi¢ 
uses it. For example, on the occasion of unveiling the monument to Stefan Ne- 
manja (the founder of Serbian medieval dynasty of Nemanjic) he adopted posi- 
tive discourse in order to somehow present himself as great as some historical 
figure that enjoys wide public support. He wants to present himself as contempo- 
rary Stefan Nemanja, or as contemporary Milo’ Obrenovi¢.”! 

Serbia during the government of SPP and SPS led by Aleksandar Vucié 
and Ivica Da¢i¢, with Ana Brnabi¢ joining in 2016 is subjected to political dis- 
course aimed at changing society and national culture. Dominant is negative 
presentation and negative stereotypes of national culture in political talk by two 
most important political figures from the government. This fact may seem 
strange, but it is not a novelty in history. It resembles public discourse in revolu- 
tionary France, revolutionary Soviet Union or Republican Spain. It would be 
interesting to analyse for example the presentation of national culture in TV se- 
ries produced and presented by state owned national TV — Radio Television of 
Serbia. It is only one idea for further research on this topic. 
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
